Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues layer 101 of the present 
application correlates to layer 30 and layer 102 correlates to layer 31 of Tanaka. Examiner maintains the elastic layer (30) is capable of 
being formed on the outside of the second belt layer (31 ). Furthermore, even if layer 31 of Tanaka is the outside layer, rearranging parts o 
an invention involves only routine skill in the art (See In re Japikse, 86 USPQ 70). Applicant further argues there is no discussion of the 
particule problem the present invention overcomes. The particular problem or intended use of the claimed invention is given little 
patentable weight in product claims. If the prior art structure is capable of performing the intended use, then it meets the claim. In a claim 
drawn to a process of making, the intended use must result in a manipulative difference as compared to the prior art. See In re Casey, 15 
USPQ 235 (CCPA 1967) and In re Otto, 136 USPQ 458, 459 (CCPA 1963). 
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
